Belter Be Careful Where and How You 
Take Your Liquor. 

The followluK is the new law in 
full about drinking upon trains and 
in depots : 

Be it enacted br tbe General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth 
Kentucky 

Sec. 1. That any person « 
shall in or upon any railroad lo 
motive, passenger coach, lnterurt 
car, street ear. or in or upon s 
vehicle commonly used for I 
transportation of passengers, or 
or upon any common carrier, or in 
or about any railroad depot, station, 
ticket office, waiting room 
form, driuk any intoxicating liquor 
of any kind ; or if any person shall 
be drunk or disorderly Id or upon 
any railroad passenger coaoh, iuter- 
urban car, street railway or in or 
upon any common carrier, or in or 
about any railroad depot, station, 
ticket office, waiting room or plat- 
form, such person or persons shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
upou conviction thereof, shall 
be fined not less than ten (110 00, 
dollars nor more than fifty (|60.00; 
dollars or imprisoned not less that 
more than thirty days or 
both so fiued aud imprisoned in the 
discretion of the court or jury 
Provided that the foregoing section 
shall not apply to anv drinking in- 
toxicating liquors purchased by him 
upon any bullet or dining oar 
operated by a common carrier in 
this Commonweath. 

8ec. 2. Any person violating the 
provisiou of Seotiou 1 of this acl 
shall be tried in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction in the county 
where the offense was committed. 

Sec. 8. It shall bt the duty ol 
every railroad conductor or a steam, 
interurban or street railway, and 
station, depot or ticket agent of sai 
railway when he sees any person 
violating tbe provisions or any of 
them of Section 1 of this act, to at 
once notifv tbe nearest or most con- 
venient sheriff, constable, tpwn 
marshal or policeman, of the coun- 
ty in whicli the offense Is commit- 
ted, giving him such description by 
name or otherwise as will enable 
the officer to ideutify the offender, 
as also giving him the offense, and 
it shall be tbe duty fit the officer so 
notified to arrest without delay any 
such persou without any other evi- 
of his guilt to take him before 
sarest magistrate to be pro- 
ceeded against in the manner pro- 
ided by law. If any such officer 
shall wilfully or negligently refuse 
to make the arrest, he shall be fiued 
less than $10 nor more than |60 
for each offense and it [shall be the 
duty of the conductor or agent giv- 
ing the officer the information upon 
which to make the arrest to prose- 
te the officer.
